In  it  the  writer, 
signing  himself  as  “Father  Walsh," 
says  plainly  in  more  than  one  place, 
that  this  is  a  “non-sectarian,  non- 
proselyting".  Institution. 

Perhaps  you  know  the  history  of ‘it. 
Boy's  Town  has  been  a  project  of 
Father  Flanagan,”  a  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  priest,  for  many  years.  He  has 
taken  in  boys  of  all  ages  and  creeds 
and  has  had  signal  success,  we  under¬ 
stand.  in  bringing  them  up  to  be  good 
citizens. 

We  are  not  about  to  say  that  Mr. 
Walsh  is  lying  when  he  says  that  his 
Boy's  Town  Is  both  non-sectarian  and 
non -proselyting.  Yet  who  can  believe 
him?  Are  we  to  understand  that 
“Father"  Flanagan,  a  priest  of  his 
church,  under  orders  to  do  the  will  of 
the  pope,  went  about  collecting  needy 
boys  with  the  intention  of  bringing 
them  up  and  encouraging  them— for 
instance— to  continue  to  be  Baptists? 

Chances  are  that  if  the  good  man 
thought  he  had  missed  a  chance  to

This  article  concerning  Poland 
should  be  considered  as  a  statement 
of  my  first  impressions,  not  of  my 
seasoned  conclusions.  I  may  find  my 
first  impressions  erroneous  or  inade¬ 
quate  and  in  need  of  revision. 

This  visit  to  Poland  was  an  effort 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  situa¬ 
tion.  to  meet  some  of  the  people  of 
Poland  personally,  particularly  the 
church  leaders;  to  breathe  some¬ 
thing  of  the  Polish  atmosphere,  and 


to  sense,  if  I  might,  the  real  heart- 
throb  of  the  Polish  spirit. 

From  many  different  sources  I  had 
heard  very  disconcerting  stories  as  to 
what  I  might  expect  and  had  begun 
to  wonder  if  I  was  not  attempting  a 
rather  foolhardy  thing — to  enter  that 
land  as  a  stranger,  unattended  and 
alone,  knowing  not  a  word  of  the 
language  and  just  as  Ignorant  of  the 
customs.  Soon  my  unfounded  fears 
gave  way  to  profound  rejoicing.  Never

I  know  parents  who  have  nearly 
ruined  their  young  son  by  clumsy  and 
sometimes  heartless  methods  of  disci¬ 
pline.  The  boy  has  been  shut  up  in 
dark  closets,  cuffed  and  beaten,  and 
even  neglected.  Now  the  boy  is  sul¬ 
len.  rowed,  rebellious  —  the  sad  result 
of  six  years  treatment  at  the  hands

Many  of  those  mistake*  would  hare 
been  avoided  If  the  parents  had  prac¬ 
ticed  the  dally  reading  of  God's  Word 
together  and  sincere  prayer  to  him 

for  guidance.  Sucn  practice  would 
have  mellowed  their  spirits,  given  them 
more  sympathy  and  understanding, 
and  helped  them  to  be  far  better 
parents  to  the  little  fellow  whom  they 
brought  into  the  world  and  whom 
they  profess  to  lore. 

The  family  altar  is  the  best  disci¬ 
pline  for  the  home.  All  children  need 
to  be  brought  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord. 

When  the  family  looks  to  God 
through  his  Wfcrd  and  prayer,  the 
members  will  learn  how  to  adjust 
themsehres  to  any  circumstances  of 
life.  They  will  also  be  eager  partici¬ 
pants  in  every  phase  of  kingdom 
work. 

We  are  in  a  campaign  to  enlist 
100,000  new  family  altars.  The  slogan 
for  this  campaign  is,  “Family  worship 
every  day  in  every  Baptist  borne.* 
Material  for  the  promotion  of  this 
campaign  has  been  mailed  to  pastors. 
If  the  spiritual  benefits  expected  are 
received,  full  use  must  be  made  of 
every  suitable  plan  and  procedure. 

Surety  the  ead  of  anchoring  homes 
to  God  throagh  daily  reading  of  h« 
Word  and  prayer  is  a  goal  worthy  of 
the  most  caret al  r«— t-g  and  dili¬ 
gent  work.  Here  are  four  specific  sug¬ 
gestions: 

First,  conviction.  Someone  in  the 
home  must  believe  that  a  soul  will 
starve  without  spiritual  food  Just  as 
certainly  as  will  the  body  without 
physical  food,  as  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall 
has  said. 

Second,  endorsement.  The  convinced 
pastor  win  know  bow  to  lead  his 
church  to  endorse  the  family  altar 
campaign  in  preparation  for  it  First 
he  will  want  to  enlist  his  leaders— 
deacons.  Sunday  school  workers. 
Training  Union  leaders.  W  M.  U.  and 
Brotherhood  officers  —  and  then  se¬ 
cure  the  hearty  vote  of  the  church  in 
approval.

Third,  action.  A  program  of  action 
will  then  be  planned  to  include  dis¬ 
playing  the  family  altar  poster  which 
is  being  mailed  to  each  pastor,  distri¬ 
buting  family  altar  tracts,  publicity 
in  church  and  community  publica¬ 
tions.  adopting  goals  by  Sunday  school 
departments.  Family  altar  commit¬ 
ment  cards  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
meet  the  need  should  be  ordered  early 
at  a  penny  a  piece  from  the  Sunday 
8chool  Board.

have  I  been  received  anywhere  more 
cordially  than  In  Poland.  I  have  never 
encountered  in  other  countries  where 
I  have  travelled  less  official  red  tape 
exacted  by  governmental  authorities 
than  in  Poland.  Everywhere  I  travel¬ 
led  freely  with  only  an  occasional 
checking  of  my  passport  and  other 
credentials  by  most  courteous  offi¬ 
cials.  Soon  I  came  to  realise  that  I 
was  among  friends  —  a  cordial,  hos¬ 
pitable.  war-hearted  people. 

By  the  aid  of  members  of  the  Re¬ 
construction  Committee  in  Warsaw  I 
planned  an  intlnerary  which  would 
take  me  Into  several  areas  of  Poland, 
and  give  me  a  cross-section  view  of 
the  work  the  Reconstruction  Depart¬ 
ment  in  Oeneva  Is  doing  and  needs 
to  do.  But  travel  arrangements  are 
not  to  be  expedited  as  efficiently  In 
Poland  where  the  war  left  so  much 
destruction  In  IU  wake.  However.  I  was 
able  to  visit  a  total  of  twenty-four 
different  areas  and  Interview  56  indi¬ 
viduals  concerning  all  phases  of  our

reconstruction  program  in  Poland. 

Everywhere  I  went  1  was  impressed 
with  the  earnestness  of  Poland's  re¬ 
ligious  leaders 

These  servants  of  the  Lord — espe¬ 
cially  local  pastors— seemed  so  self- 
sacrificing  in  their  devotion  to  their 
congregations.  With  the  true  shep¬ 
herd's  heart  they  regarded  the  estate 
of  their  people,  suffering  with  them 
in  their  distresses  often  sharing  with 
the  less  fortunate  their  own  all-too- 
m eager  and  Inadequate  food,  clothes, 
and  shelter.  It  was  not  unusual  to  find 
a  pastor  sharing  his  home  with  a 
homeless  family.  necefcitatlng  their 
living  with  them  under  very  crowded 
conditions.  One  Lutheran  pastor  was 
serving  sixteen  different  congrega¬ 
tions,  holding  five  regular  church  ser¬ 
vices  on  as  many  days  ev^ry  week, 
besides  attending  to  many  other  pas¬ 
toral  duties.  * 

Not  once  did  I  hear  one  complaint 
of  his  hard  lot.  or  make  a  request  for 
aid  for  himself.  Always  they  would 
plead  for  help  for  their  distressed 
people.  So  intimately  acquainted  were 
they  with  the  needs  of  their  congrega¬ 
tions  that  they,  frequently  could  give 
accurate  statistics  as  to  the  kind  and 
number  of  items  that  would  be  re¬ 
quired  to  meet  these  needs. 

In  all  of  my  Interviews  with  these 
men  of  God  I  sought  to  create  an 
atmosphere  of  informality  In  which 
they  would  freely  and  spontaneously 
speak  their  own  minds  without  too 
many  leading  questions  on  my  part. 

8umming  up  their  statements  I 
find  that  they  listed  their  needs  in 
order  of  their  urgency  about  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

I.  Needs  of  the  people  for  material 
relief:  Warm  clothing,  shoes,  food, 
bedding,  soap,  certain  medicaments, 
farm  horses,  farming  implements, 
cows,  roofing,  window  glass,  bicycles.

to  think  what  loss  of  God's  most

One  of  Mississippi's  most  beloved 
p readier^  writes  as  follows:  "I 
am  writing  to  suggest  that  you 
give  us  an  editorial  on  “The  lord’s 
Supper." 

“I  have  it  on  good  authority  that 
the  orthodoxy  of  some  Mississippi 
churches  mould  be  called  in  ques¬ 
tion  if  they  should  be  required  to 
give  a  Scriptural  reason  for  ob- 
serving  it  as  they  do.  I  suggest  a 
discussion  on  the  following  points: 

1.  Whose  is  tlie  supper?  2.  When 
and  where  shook!  the  Supper  be 
observed?  3.  Who  can  scripturally 
partake?  4.  Has  the  administra¬ 
tor  the  authority  to  invite  to  the 
table?" 

Since  me  became  editor  of  the 
Baptist  Record  we  nave  carried 
mhat  we  call  "Guest  Editorials." 
W’e  are  glad  to  print  this  “Request 
Editorial." 

WHOSE  IS  THE  SUPPER 
It  is  tlie  lord’s  table  ami  does 
not  belong  to  us.  Jesus  instituted 
Ihe  Supper  and  not  man.  He  insti¬ 
tuted  it  in  his  own  may  ami  de¬ 
signed  it  for  a  special  purpose. 

On  the  night  of  the  Passover, 
Jesus,  having  taught  the  great  les¬ 
son  of  humility,  took  the  bread 
and  the  cup  and  instituted  the 
Lord’s  Supper.  It  mas  to  be  his 
memorial  for  he  plainly  said,  “This 
do  in  remembrance  of  me." 

Jesus  gave  Ihe  ordinance  to  his 
baptized  disciples  as  a  group  or 
organization,  not  to  therh  as  indi¬ 
viduals  or  one  by  one.  In  other 
words,  he  gave  the  ordinance  to 
his  church.

Jesus  invites  tlmsc  mini  are  in 
Ihe  church  because  of  repentance 
of  sin,  mho  have  accepted  him  as 
their  personal  Savior,  mho  liuve 
confessed  him  as  their  l^ord  in 
Baptism,  mho  hokl  sacred  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  the  Rook  ami  mini  are 
giving  Jesus  a  life  of  obedience  and 
service. 

He  does  not  invite  unbelievers, 
for  surely  no  one  but  a  believer 
can  discern  tlie  Lord's  body.  He 
does  not  invite  the  unbaptized.  for 
they  cannot  set  forth  Ihe  burial  of 
the  okl  life  and  Ihe  raising  of  tlie 
new. 

He  does  not  invite  tliose  mhosc 
doctrine*  dishonor  tlie  person  ami 
work  of  our  Savior.  He  does  not 
invite  tlie  disorderly,  the  unclean, 
tlie  untrue. 

Baptism  always  comes  before 
the  Supper.  Baptists  are  firm  in 
their  belief  that  a  person,  to  be 
scripturally  haptized.  must  first 
have  trusted  in  Christ  and  been 
saved  by  Him.  and  then  immersed. 
They  also  believe  that  nobody  can 
be  scripturally  baptized,  even 
tliough  immersed,  if  he  has  not 
already  been  saved  by  Christ.  They, 
therefore,  deny  the  scripturalness 
of  sprinkling  or  pouring  for  bap¬ 
tism.  This  naturally  leads  to  the 
rejection  of  Ihe  sprinkling  or  even 
Ihe  immersion  of  infants. 

Some  then  ask  why  Baptists  do 
not  invite  the  immersed  of  other 
denominations  to  the  Lord’s  table. 

The  answer  is  logical:  Immer¬ 
sion  only  does  not  constitute  scrip¬ 
tural  baptism.  One  must  be  im-  1 
mersed  because  die  is  already  saved, 
not  in  order  to  be  saved.  We  buy 
a  marriage  license  ami  have  the 
wedding  ceremony  performed,  not  i 
to  cause  us  to  love  our  wife,  but 
because  we  already  love  her.  We  , 
are  baptized  because  me  are  saved  ( 
and  not  in  order  to  be  saved.  1 

But  some  say,  “If  me  can’t  take  ] 
the  lord’s  Supper  with  all  down  , 
here,  mhat  will  we  do  when  wc  i 
j?et  to  heaven  ?"  So  far  as  tlie  Scrip-  i 
lures  indicate,  there  will  be  no  * 
lord’s  Sup|*>r  in  heaven.  Tlie  Book  1 
says,  “This  do  till  I  come."  There  \ 
is  nothing  in  God’s  won!  to  indi- 
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t  cate  that  me  will  observe  the  lord’s 

-  Sup|ier  in  heaven.  If  we  tk>  observe 
it,  tlie  Ixird  mill  prybably  give 

-  another  commandment  concerning 
■  *t  for  he  has  only  eontinamk'd  us 
f  to  observe  it  until  he  cornea. 

Practically  all  denominations 
•  agree  with  Baptists  that  God  has 
placed  restrictions  upon  his 
!  “Table." 

Tlie  “American  Presbyterian’' 

1  says: 

“I.et  us  luive  unity,  indeed,  but 
not  at  tlie  expense  of  principk*; 
and  let  us  not  uak  the  Baptist  to 
ignore  or  to  lie  inconsistent  with 
bis  own  doctrine.  Ix*t  us  neither 
make  an  outcry  ut  bis  “close  com¬ 
munion,’’  which  is  but  faithfulness, 
until  me  are  prepared  to  he  open 
Comm  unionists  ourselves,  from 
mhich  stupidity  may  me  be  forever 
preserved."

No.  Jesus  gave  us  the  command¬ 
ment  about  its  observance  and  me 
luive  no  right  to  alter  even  one  of 
tliem.

This 
means  that  the  bread  and  mine 
are  literally  changed,  by  tlie  con¬ 
secration  of  the  priest,  into  the 
very  body  ami  blood  of  Christ;  ami 
thus  saving  grace  is  received 

2.  Tlie  view  of  tlie  Lutlteran* 
ami  some  olliers  is  called  “consub- 
stantialion."  This  leaches  tluit 
though  the  bread  and  mine  are  mil 
changed,  yet  with  them  is  pres¬ 
ent  Hie  real  body  ami  bkiod  of 
(Jirist,  so  llial  both  are  eaten  al 
tlie  same  time  by  Ihe  communi¬ 
cant. 

Neither  view  ia  according  to  the 
nature  and  purpose  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance  as  given  in  the  Scriptures. 

3.  Tlie  Baptist  view  is  tluit  the 
Supper  is  a  memorial.  “This  «ki  in 
remembrance  of  ME."  (Luke  22- 
19). 

Note  tluit  Jesus  does  mil  say, 
“■Ibis  do  in  remembrance  of 
loved  ones  or  friends  or  to  show 
fellowship." 

Tlie  Supper  is  not  a  question  of 
fellowship.  Tliere  are  other  op¬ 
portunities  for  that.  Jesus  said. 
“Tim  ‘io  in  remembrance  of  ME."

The  second  Sunday  in  January  was 
a  milestone  in  the  history  of  East 
Church,  Greenville. 

On  January  9  1945  a  small  group  of 
Baptists  who  saw  the  need  organized 
a  church  to  minister  to  people  moving 
into  a  territory  in  the  path  of  rapid 
growth  in  Greenville.  During  these 
four  years  hundreds  of  new  homes 
have  been  built  in  this  area.  From  the 
beginning  it  has  been  the  purpose  of 
this  church  to  enlist  unenlisted  Bap¬ 
tist  in  this  section  and  to  attract  the 
new-comers  to  Greenville. 

Financial  difficulties  were  encount¬ 
ered.  and  appeals  were  made  to  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 
for  aid.  receiving  during  the  four  years 
a  total  of  $12,000  the  largest  payment 
at  any  one  time  being  $4,000.  Except 
for  such  aid.  the  church  probably 
would  not  have  survived. 

However  the  church  has  been  and 
still  is  mission  minded.  Each  month  a 
check  has  been  sent  to  Dr.  McCall's 
office  for  the  Co-operative  Program 
fund.  More  than  $3,000  has  gone  to 
missions. 

The  church  building  was  completed 
two  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  $90,000  in¬ 
cluding  the  400’  by  185’  lot.  There  was 
then  a  debt  of  $04,000.  The  member¬ 
ship,  including  the  children,  numbar- 
ed  125,  making  the  per  capita  debt 
more  than  $500. 

Rev.  Homer  W.  Roberson  began  his 
pastorate  on  August  1,  1948.  With  his 
administrative  ability  the  church  was 
organised  for  work  as  never  before. 
During  the  five  months  he  has  been 
pastor,  more  thin  a  hundred  new 
members  have  come  into  the  church, 
32  by  baptism,  five  new  deacons  have 
been  ordained  and  one  young  man  has 
surrendered  to  preach.  The  yearly  bud¬ 
get  is  set  at  $23,000.  More  than  $2,500 
will  be  given  to  missions.  The  mem¬ 
bership  now  is  295  and  the  debt  on 
the  church  building  has  been  reduced 
to  $37,500.  The  present  estimated  value 
of  all  property  of  the  church  is  $135,- 
000.

I  am  send¬ 
ing  this  letter  to  our  Baptist  Record 
with  the  hope  that  you  will  accept  it 
as  an  "almost  personal"  answer  to 
your  cordial  and  much-appreciated  in¬ 
terest  in  my  work. 

In  February  of  1948  I  was  able  to  re¬ 
turn  to  my  work,  sufficiently  recovered 
from  the  accident  in  June  preceding. 
During  the  year  it  was  my  happy  privi¬ 
lege  to  fill  engagements  in  14  states  of 
our  convention,  traveling  25.654  miles, 
speaking  to  congregations  totaling  more 
than  250.000  people  and  to  school  and 
college  assemblies  totaling  more  than 
40.000  students. 

Some  gratifying  tangible  results  of 
the  1948  meetings  were  512  professions 
and  addition  to  membership.  335  dedica¬ 
tions  of  life  to  full  Christian  service,  and 
more  than  12.000  specific  decisions  of 
Christian  people  for  more  decisive  Chris¬ 
tian  living.  Because  so  many  of  you  have 
prayed  so  faithfully  for  my  work.  I  want 
you  to  know  that  I  feel  sincerely  that 
you  have  helped  greatly  in  making  these 
results  possible.

HOME  MISSION 
APPOINTMENTS 

By  John  Caylor 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Hume  Mis¬ 
sion  Board.  Dr.  Alfred  Carpenter  was 
named  director  of  the  Chaplains’  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  During  the  recent  war  Dr. 
Carpenter  was  head  of  the  department 
of  chaplains’  work.  For  the  past  three 
years  he  has  given  only  part  time  to 
that  phase  of  service  and  has  been 
secretary  of  the  department  of  direct 
missions. 

The  Chaplains’  Commission  is  a 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  creation 
and  its  service  is  Convention-wide. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  commit¬ 
ted  the  direction  of  the  work  to  the 
Home  Mission  Board.

Additional  chaplains  will  be  recruit¬ 
ed  for  military,  and  it  is  planned  to 
promote  an  aggressive  program:  Sup¬ 
porting  the  chaplains  on  duty.  The 
director  studies  his  position  as  follows: 
“It  is  my  desire  to  lead  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  chaplains  into  an  enlarged  spiri¬ 
tual  ministry*  and  mission  task."

Think  of  It.,  The 
people  ot  this  so-called  Christian  na¬ 
tion  spent  at  the  rate  of  $9.00  a  min¬ 
ute  since  the  birth  ot  our  Saviour— for 
this  accursed  poison — In  a  single  year! 

ALL  THIS  FOR  BOOZE 

This  Is  also  about  spent  for  all 
kinds  of  public  and  private  educa¬ 
tion.  more  than  nine  times  the  sum 
spent  by  all  religious  bodies  for 
churches  and  tbeir  maintenance,  and 
more  than  10  times  the  amount  spent 
for  libraries.  It  is  17  times  as  much 
as  was  spent  for  federal  security,  old 
age.  nurse’s  training,  and  vocational 
agencies,  eight  times  as  much  as  was 
spent  on  veterans'  pensions.  70  times 
what  was  spent  on  the  Red  Cross.

When  alcohol  is  taken  into  the 
body  it  effects  tbf  brain  first— a  drinker 
staggers  In  his  mind  before  he  does  on 
his  feet.
